University,  and  Hebrew  Univer- 
sity at  Jerusalem.  Next  year  he 
will  conduct  a BYU  Semester 
Abroad  in  Jerusalem,  beginning 
Feb.  1,  and  next  June  and  July 
will  conduct  a Faculty  Study  Tour 
of  the  Bible  Lands. 

He  was  named  first  director  of 
the  Institute  of  Mormon  Studies 
at  BYU  when  it  was  organized  in 
1961  and  headed  the  office  until 
1963.  The  Institute  is  primarily  a 
research  organization  concerned 
with  the  unique  contributions  of 
Mormonism  and  has  done  many 
special  studies  for  the  Church.

“Hundreds  have  already  picked  up 
their  tickets,  and  we  are  bracing 
ourselves  for  the  big  rush  that  will 
take  place  between  now  and  the 
first  game.” 

Although  the  Cougars  are  look- 
ing to  a great  year  at  the  gate,  it’s 
uidikely  that  they  will  be  able  to 
surpass  last  year’s  attendance 
records. 

In  1986  BYU’s  team  drew  158,- 
139  fans  to  six  home  games,  five 
more  than  are  on  the  schedule  in 
1967.  The  largest  crowd  ever  to 
gather  for  an  athletic  event  in 
Utah— 38.333— was  on  hand  for  the 
championship  football  game  with 
Wyoming  last  year.

'Tascinat- 
ing  Womanhood,”  by  Telen  B.  An- 
delin.  Firsit  of  all,  I appreciate  the 
committee  who  ‘asked  him  to  do  it 
for  I believe  many  important 
paints  were  brought  out.

For  instance,  if  a man  brought 
me  a doughnut,  had  made  a spe- 
cial trip  for  it  and  a'WTaited  my 
pleasure  lait  his  having  done  ’it  for 
me,  'and  it  so  happens  that  I can’t 
stand  doughnuts.  Furthermore  I 
have  a weak  liver  which  does  not 
well  support  them,  do  I reiect  it 
and  tell  him  the  facts,  or  do  I 
thank  him  sincerely  when  he  asks 
how  I like  it  and  say,  “It  was  de- 
licious?”

“Patients  from  Vietnam  are  discourag-ed  and  need  j I 
tention  to  rebuild  confidence  in  themselves  and  the  woi  J 
around  them,”  states  Pfc.  Stephens,  a medical  corjjsman  frej 
Beaver  Utah,  working  at  the  106th  General  Hospital  in  Yok  ' 
hama,  Japan.  Stephens  said,  “That  most  patients  are  hapj 
to  come  from  Vietnam,  having  usually  escaped  death  by  inch 
and  feeling  that  if  they  stayed  any  longer  their  number 
would  come  up.” 

BEST  SOLDIER 

“The  U.S.  fighting  man  is  the  best  soldier  that  our  coU| 
try  has  ever  sent  to  war.  But  coming  to  a hospital  in  Jai^ 
he  seems  relieved  to  be  able  to  relax  and  be  able  to  bread 
free  of  the  terror  of  death  again,”  stated  Stephens.  ;
